Brandeis is a lawyer who has been 
much in public life during the last three 
years not only in legal work but in va- 
rious movements for social betterment 
He is a KentucTvian by birth and is 60 
years old. He was bom and educated in 
Louisville and later at Harvard univer- 
sity and in 1878 began practicing law in 
Boston. 


He came most notjibiy before the pub- 
lic as a national figure si.x years 
ago 
tlirongh his participation in the cele- 
brated Ballinger-Pinchot investigation in 
congress in which he was counsel for the 
force.s which were opposed to Secretary 
Ballinger and sought his removal from 
office. Later he was counsel for the ship-

Washington, Jan. 25.—^A Pan-Ameri 
can "Declaration of the Rights of Na- 
tions," prepared by Secretary Lansing, 
]i!libu Boot and Dr. James* Brown Scott, 
and adopted in executive session by the 
American 
Institute 
of 
International 
Law, at its recent convention held here 
under the auspices of the Pan-Americau 
Scientific cpngress, was made public by 
Dr. Scott, president of the institute. 


Although the ded^^ration lacks 
the 
formal ratification of the twenty-one 
American republics and therefore Is not 
an ofilcial document, its framers be- 
lieve that it correctly sets forth the 
official views of all the American com- 
monwealths.. Before the institute was 
called upon to consider it, the declara- 
tion was submitted to and approved by 
the chief 
authorities on international 
law in the South American republics, 
including Ambassador Suarez and Dr. 
Alejandro Alvarez 
of 
Chile; It 
was 
unanimously adopted January 6 by the 
institute, Whose membersbio of 105 is 
made up o( five experts on international 
law from each of the twenty-one Amer- 
ican republics. 


The declaration, it is said, embt^iei 
the Jhstitifte's conception 6f only ele- 
mental national rights and will be fur- 
ther considered at thd next meeting ot 
the institute in Havana next year,

THE LAME MAN LEAPING. 


LESSON TEXT—Acts 31 
GOLDEN TEXT—Peter said, 
"Silver 
and gold have Z none: but what I hav« 
that (ive t thee. In the name of Jeans 
Christ of Nasareth. walk.«*—Acts 8:6 R. V. 


The coining of power (chapter 3) 1B 
Boon tested outride of the ^ c l e of 
believers. It is put to s public teet, is 
tried as to its efficacy physically. I. e., 
has the Holy Spirit power physically 
as well as over the spirits of mén? 


I. The Appeal to Peter and John, w . 
1-10. Following Pentecost the disciples 
seem to have continued their accus- 
tomed mode of Hie. 
(1) The apostles 
and worship (v. 1). 
As yet, and in- 
deed for many years to come, there 
was no particular separation of Jewe 
and Christians. 


Praying men like these two leaders, 
Peter and John, continued to fulfill 
their temple duties. 
The ninth hour 
was the prayer hour, the hour of sac- 
rifice (Ex. 29:39, Í Kings 18:36. 


All true approach to God must be on 
the grounds of sacrifice (John 14:6, 
Heb. 9:22) and we must 
remember 
that this hour was the one at which 
Jesus died for us, our sacrifice (Heb. 
l(y:19, 29). 


Emphasize the need and importance 
of worship and prayer. 


(2) The afflicted one (r. 2). 
This 
man had been there often and made 
his usual appeal; his expectation was 
limited to material aid (v. 5); he may 
or he may not have been familiar with 
Christ and his teachings, but some- 
thing unusual was about to happen be- 
cause the two to whom he appealed 
really knew God and on them now 
rested this new power in the world. 


(3) The apostle's response (vv, 4-7). 
Peter took a good look at the man 
(v. 4). 
Peter was changed by a look 
(Matt. 16:7). 
What he saw was the 
man's 
fundamental 
spirltnal 
need. 


(a) Demanding the man's undivided 
attention, Peter gave the man what he 
had not—not what the man wanted oi 
expected. 


Peter's words, "Look on us," afid 
Paul's "be ye followers of me" (I Cor. 
4:16) are in no wise egotistical, but 
in each case the fearless appeal of a 
man wholly God's, men conscious ol 
the endowment of power, trying to 
seize the wavering wills of men that 
they 
might 
point 
them 
to 
Christ. 


(b) Peter aroused the man's expect- 
ancy. 


It is usually men lacking in silver 
and gold who give to the world its 
greatest blessings and highest good 
(I Cor. 4:11). 


Every 
effective Christian 
worker 
must base his appeal upon the facts 
of a personal experience (I. P e t 4:10. 
11). 
(d) Peter bade the man to do 
the very thing he (humanly) could not 
do, but the thing which, "In the name 
of Jesus Christ" he would be able to 
do. 


(4) The result. (1) Upon the man. 
There is no doubt as to the complete- 
ness of the cure 
(v. 8). 
He had 
"strength,-" was "lifted up" from hia 
former 
position 
of 
weakness; 
he 
"leaped" (literally, ecstatic joy); ha 
"walked," continuous activity; and he 
"worshiped," thanksgiving and renew- 
ing of strength. 
(2) Upon tho people, 
(a) "All the people saw." They may 
not have heard or comprehended the 
words of Peter, but they did witness 
the 
transformation, 
(b) "Théy took 
knowledge" (v. 10), they began to ob- 
serve, even as the world always docs, 
the 
one 
who 
professes 
bis 
faith 
in 
Christ? 
(c) 
They 
were 
filled 
with 
"wonder and amazement" 
(v, 
10), 
they 
could 
not 
understand. 
No more can 
the world 
of 
today 
(see I Cor. 1:18, 23) really compre- 
hend the Christian. 
There was no 
guesswork, however, about this mir- 
acle, and. of the people who witnessed 
it and were so filled with wonder and 
amazement, 
many 
were 
converted 
(ch. 4:4). 


The miracle served to get for the 
gospel a good hearing and it accom- 
plished Its purpose (Rom. 1:16). 


II. Peter!» Appeal to th« 
People, 
w . 11-26. Notice it was the man who 
attracted the crowd, net Peter or John, 
for he eagerly held the disciples while 
the crowd gathered (John 5:10. 11). 
This may suggest the weakness of the 
man's faith in that he depended upon 
Peter and John rather than upon Je- 
sus. 
(1) Peter seized this opportunity 
(T. 12) and began his salutation by 
taking advantage of their curiosity. 


Peter eagerly turned their thoughts 
from himself unto Jesus. 
He wished 
to divert attention from himself and 
used the miracle for the double pur- 
pose of glorifying Jesus Christ and to 
convict these men of their slh.

No. one can read a resume of the president's first speech in urg- 
ing a campaign of preparedness for defense on the part of the United 
States, delivered in New York, without appreciating the fajot that 
President Wilson is thoroughly in earnest in pointing what he 
believes to be the vital danger of further delay in this matter. It is s. 
clarion call to this county to put itself in position to defend itself; to 
have at hand the men, the equipment and the funds to render ef- 
fective the position that must be taken in view of possible danger 
later. The president insists that the policy is not one of militarism, 
but merely one of prudence, and he voices surprise that there should 
be confusion regarding a matter, the elements of which are so plain 
and obvious. 


By virtue of his position the president is best qualified to speak 
and 
advise in this situation. He is in possession of information, 
which it would be manifestly improper to disclose, that has convinced 
him that delay now is practically certain to be fraught with serious 
conse(iueuces a little later. The fact that he considers it so import- 
ant tliat he is going directly to the peole to make his plea instead 
of couiining liis eiiorts to congress which alone has power to act shows 
how vital he regards the case. He asks all possible speed in the build- 
ing of a large army, a better navy and more adequate coast defenses. 
Without disclosing state secrets he goes as far as he can in making 
it clear that lie regards the ([uestion of preparedness as the most vital 
issue which now confronts this countiy. 
In doing so he voices the 
deep-rooted desire for peace, but warns his people that it can be as- 
sured only by placing ourselves in a position to demand it. 


There are those who have regarded the president's policy re- 
garding both Mexico and Europe as spineless, and yet none have rec- 
ognized so well as he the pitable fact that this country is in no posi- 
tion to give aggressive action the support it must have- to make it ef- 
fective. Sternness, and bluster and blow are all very weU in their 
way, but there must be something substantiol back of them. There is 
nothing of the weakling shown in his New York addresses, nor is 
there on the other hand anything of the militarist. His emphasis in 
placing piinciple before peace and his declaration that the always ac- 
cepts a ninvitation to fight in a just cause will win general approrval. 
indeed, the president is rising above politics, above personal consid- 
erations, above selfish desire and above all else to point to the peo- 
ple a pathway of procedure that his position and his intimate knowl- 
edge of world affairs have clearly indicated to him as an imperative 
national necessity. 


Perhaps because it fells entitled to a bit of diversion, congress is 
ttow wrangling over the future of the Philippine islands, the fight in 
the senate showing especial warmth. The question of independence 
fcir the Filipinos, like the tariff and the trusts, bids fair to become one 
of the standard subjects of legislative encounter that is never ended 
and that can always be depended upon t(f supply occasion for verbal 
fireworks when the statesmen feel the need of a safety valve to re- 
duce the pressure of the oratory that surges within them and must 
find avenue of escape or cause a *'bust."

In a way Joseph Leiter is one of 
Washington's

Ho is always doing 
something 
and generally it is something like the 
recent incident down at New Orleans. 
Not long ago Joe fired the government 
roads department in ^ body. 
This oc- 
curred shortly after he had built a new 
summer home on the upper reaches of 
the Potomac and needed a better road 
between his home and Washington. The 
project was undertaken uuder the joint 
auspices of the cpunty, Logan Waller 
Page's federal good Yoads bureau, and 
Mr. Leiter. 
TheJatter went deeply into 
his 
pocket 
for' expenses 
which tho 
farmers did not care to pav. ^nd the 
government was furnishing the. auspices 
and expert supervision in return for the 
usual agreement'to" build t a :road i n :ac- 
cordance .«rithVthejwtp^rts' i4eas;9f^ tiow 


ize. 
Certain hills would have to be cut 
down; certain grades eliminated, and 
the deadfall ditches at the sides filled 
up. 
But this would cost money and 
take time. 
Mr. Leiter begrudged the 
time and the money. 
He argued with 
Mr.. Page for a little while and then 
told him in polite terms to get out; he 
would build the road himself. 
So the 
j'overnment was fired and Joe built 
;lie road up hill and down, ditches and 
all—a road which i s a marvel in the 
way of rpad building; a marvel of bad- 
ness, which people go miles to see. 


Another dramatic firing by Leiter oc- 
curred when he heaved a house from 
its foundations into the Potomac river. 
Looking for his new .summer place,. lie 
observed in the midst of the Avide and 
rushing Potomac an i s l a ^ produced by 
a rugged, jutting rock. 
On this huge 
rock, h4 observed a cabin. 
Calling hlH 
:forei|ti»n;\he jjrdered'. the ^«^W^^ dump^ 


was the summer residence of a young 
Washington lawyer who liked solitude 
and had ii)vestigated the public records 
with the discovery that this rock 'be- 
longed to the state of Maryland; never 
having been deeded to any private own- 
er. He thereupon bought it at the rate 
of a dollar and a quarter an acre and 
built his summer 
place upon it.! Of 
course, Mr. Leiter's foreman was sum- 
moned into court and roundly lectured 
by the > justice of the peace, who added 
a chapter on rich men and lawlessness. 
This was followed by a civil suit for 
damages against Joe. 


When a younger man,'Leiter distin- 
guished 'himself by firing his brokers 
and conducting a corner in wheat all by 
himself. 
His father, Levi , Z., met the 
dejScit of -something over^ ten million 
dollars by selling good securities, iu 
jtrhich he had invested the proceeds of 


assertion of authority when he played 
at being a coal mining magnate. 
Some 
of father's money' bought the coal de 
posits at Zigler, Illinois. ^ Joe ran the 
mine for a while and then put in^some 
new machinery which 
displeased , the 
union workmen. 
So he fired all the 
force and set up search lights and gat- 
ling gimg on the vomers of the^ tract 
and had a perfectly lovely time playing 
siege and other things, just ^ c a real 
mining magnatejjimtil he got tired and 
bought a yacht and sailed away.

Mrs. Sarah 
T. Rorer 
brought 
her 
cooking lessons and illustrations of thj 
use of Pyvex glassware to a close 
on 
Wednesday noon by thanking her audi- 
tors for their attention and by insist 
ing that glassware is no? costly because 
it wears forever, looks well and saves 
heat, labor and time. Among the things 
that Mrs. Rorer 
did was to 
make 
pastry, the bugbear of the inexperienc- 
ed cook, by using one cup of butter to 
three cups of flour, a teaspoon of sugar 
and 
a 
teaspoon 
of 
salt, 
with 
just 
enough water to ütoisten. 
Then 
she 
rolled it out, folded it in three layers, 
rolled it thin, folded the douh again 
and put it on ice for an hour. 
The 
three cups of flour applies to pastry 
flour. 
If bread flour is used two and 
a half cups of flour and a half cup of 
cornstarch should be used, according to 
Jlrs. 
Rorer's 
directions. 
When 
Mrs. 
Rorer lined her pie dish she built up the 
crust around the edge of the rim with 
a warning to her audience to press on 
the inside, as touching it on the outside 
would prevent its being light. 
The fill- 
ing for the pie made, was called Flor- 
entine ])ie. 
The directions are 2 egg 
yolks, 1 cup of cold mashed or riced 
potatoes, one-half cup sugar, 2 table- 
spoonfuls of ground nuts, two-thirds of 
a cup of milk. 
Add to pie and bake in 
a moderately quick oven. Another quite 
practical recipe of the lcsso:< was for 
Mock Charlotte, as follows: 1 pint of 
water, 4 tablespoonfuls of 
cornstarch, 
one-half cup of sugar and 4 eggs. Moist- 
en the cornstarch with a half cup of 
water, add the pint of boiling water and 
stir until it reaches the boiling point. 
Add the sugar and pour slowly, while 
hotj. into the well 'beaten whites of the 
Add a teaspoonful of A-anilla and 
turn at once into a mold.

DIPLOfMTIC PiTEST 
WILL BJJOUT «LI 


Armed Opposition to Inter- 
ference With Trade Out 
of Question. 


By Gilson Gardner 


Washington, Jan. 28.—A diplomatic 
protest will complete tte opposition by 
the United States to Great Britain's in- 
terference with neutral trade. 
Armed 
opposition is out of the question. 
An 
embargo on exports is the only retalia- 
tion which would impress the English 
and that would hurt this country as 
much 
as 
England. 
Any interference 
with the export of war munitions, cot- 
ton, grain and foodstuffs would knock 
the bottom from American prosperity, 
Freedom of the seas is only a phras^. 
There is no such thing in time of peaec 
while nations have tariffs and shipping 
laws; and in time of war there is just 
as raucli freedom for combatant or non- 
combatant as either has the military 
strength to maintain. 


The effcct of an embargo need not be 
guessed at. 
In 1807, Tresident Jeffer- 
son recommended and congress imposed 
an embargo in retaliation for orders in 
council and the British blockade 
of 
Xapoleon. 
The 
historian 
Adams 
de- 
scribes tlio result: "Ah the order was 
carried along the seacoast, every artisan 
dropped his tools, every merchant closed 
hi« doors, every ship was dismantled. 
American produce—wheat, timber, cot- 
ton, tobacco, rice—dropped in value or 
became unsalable; every imported ar- 
ticle 
rose 
in 
price; 
wages 
stopped; 
swarms of debtors became bankrupt;

Indianaolis. Ind., Jan. 28.—Th« chair- 
men of the state central committees of 
the democratic, republican and progres- 
sive parties have held a ' number 
of 
meetings with the attorneys named by 
Governor Ralston to arrive a t an agreed 
interpretation of the new primary law. 
The three chairman 
have, by 
agree- 
ment, sent a joint letter to the 
party 
committeemen 
throughout 
the 
state, 
covering 
agreements upon certain 
es- 
sential points and at the same 
time 
urging action that will come within the 
time limit as well as other provisions 
of the new law. 
The letter signed by 
the three chairman is as follows: 


"The undersigned, 
chairmen 
respec- 
tively of the state central committee of 
the democratic, republican and progres- 
sive parties of the state of 
Indiana, 
make the following recommendation to 
.you and to the county primary board 
of election commissioners of your coun- 
ty, created by the primary election law 
of 1915. 


"1. At a recent meeting of the 
at- 
torneys appointed by Governor Balston, 
to interpret the primary election law, 
at which meeting the undersignid chair- 
men attended in person, it was agreed 
that the official primary election 
bal- 
lots in each county of Indiana of t 
democratic party be printed on M'hite 
paper, of the republican party on yel- 
low paper. 
It was fiu-ther agreed by 
said attorneys and respective chairmen 
that the sample primary ballots in each 
' county 
of 
the 
democratic 
party 
be 
printed on preen paper, of the republi- 
can party on blue paper, and of the 
progressive party on brown paper. 
To 
the end that each party in each county 
of Indiana use the same color of prim- 
ary election ballot, official as well as 
sample, in the primary election to be 
held on March 7, 1916, we recommend 
that the primary board of election com- 
missions of your county print the of- 
ficial and sample primary election bal- 
lots of each party named on the color 
of paper above mentioned. 


"2. Under Section 32 of the primary 
election 
law, the state convention 
of 
the democratic, republican and progres- 
sive parties respectively will be ooiii 
posed of one delegate for each 200 votes 
and one delegate for each fraction of 
100 or more votes in every county in 
the state to be apportioned among the 
precincts, 
wards 
and 
townships 
of 
your county by the board of primary 
election commissioners of 3'our county 
as equitable as possible, and so as to 
give the voters of each 
precinct 
in 
your county representation. 


"The democratic state central 
com- 
mittee has decided that 
delegates 
to 
its state convention, shall be based on 
the 
vote 
of 
Senator 
.Benjamin 
1'". 
Shively at the general election of 1914; 
the republican state committee has de- 
cided that the delegates to its 
state 
convention be based on the' vote of Hon. 
Ed. Jackson, republican 
candidate 
for 
secretary of state a t the general elec- 
tion of 1914, and the progressive state 
central committee has decided that the 
delegates /to its 
state 
convention 
be 
based on the vote of Senator Albert J. 
Beveridge, 
progressive 
candidate 
for 
United" States senator at the general 
election of 1914." 


The letter here states the number of 
delegates to which the county for which 
each letter is intended is entitled. Then 
it proceeds: 


"The attorneys appointed 
by 
Gov 
Ralston to interpret the primary elec- 
tion law have concluded, and the un- 
dersigned chairmen have concurred 
in 
that conclusion, that the primary board 
of election commissioners of your coun- 
ty should proceed at once to divide your 
county into delegate districts for 
each 
party above named considering only a 
ward or township, or a ward and ad- 
joining township, or adjoining wards or 
adjoining townships in the division, in 
order that each party or its adherents 
may know the number of delegates that 
should. be nominated 
from each 
such 
delegate districts of your county. 
As

Warns Nation of Need of 


" - 3\^re Adequate Defense 


for United States. 


iCew York, -Tan. 28.—President Wilson 
last night opened his personal appeal to 
the country for national defense. He 
gave -warning that plans for the read- 
justment of the army must be formu- 
lated and carried out without delay and 
solemnly declared he rould not predict 
that thè outlook for the United States- 
would be as bright tomorrow as today. 
Speaking at banquets of the Railway 
Business association and tlie Motion Pic- 
ture Board of Trade, he gave the key- 
note of addresses that he will deliver 
during the next ten days in the middle 
west. 


jMr. Wilson was in a fighting mood 
throughout his address. In a spcech de- 
livered early in the day he declared he 
always accepted an invitation to fight. 
Last night ho told the raih'oad men he 
•was an advocate of peace and had stnig- 
gled to keep the United States at peace, 
but ha considered ^be lil)erty and honor 
of the nation even more important tlian 
j)eace. 


"Woe to any man who plays marplot 
or who seeks to make party politics or 
personal ambition take precedence over 
candor, honor and unselfish, unpartisan 
Bervice," said the president in speaking 
of his defense plan before the-railroad 
men. He declared tliat the country ex- 
pects action; this is a year of account- 
ing and the accounting must be definite 
on the part of parties and on the part of 
every individual who wishes to enjoy 
the public confidence, 


"For ' my part i hope every man in 
public life will get what's 
coming to 
him,'' said Mr. Wilson amid laughter 
and applause. 


Talks Before 1,500 Preachers. 


In.sistence that the American people 
love peace, but must be treated justly 
and must harmonize internal racial and 
religious differences, marked Mr. Wil- 
son's address 
before 
1,500 New York 
clergymen of all denominations. He de- 
clared "that peace was Inconsistent with 
abandonment of principles and loss of 
Bclf-respect. 


The 
president did not repeat hia 
now famous 
phrase, 
"too proud to 
fight," but asserted tiiat "I always ac- 
cept, perhaps by some impulse of rny 
native blood, the invitation to a fight." 
He'hoped he always fought in "knigiit- 
ly fashion," did not "traduce his antag- 
onists," but fought with the intention 
of éonverting them. 


Justice Only Peace Basis, 


A- vote of thanks for Mr. Wilson's 
effc»rts in behalf of peace was passed 
unanimously by the clergymen. 
In re- 
ply he declared that in his efforts for 
. peace .he had always been conscious 0/ 
representing the spirit of America. 
" "It is hard to hold the balance evon 


formal matter. It lias been a matter of 
conviction and of the lieart. 


"I can find uo basis for peace but 
justice,"' he added. "The greatest force 
in this world is character, and I be- 
lieve that character can be expressed 
by the acts of a nation. 
This is ex- 
pressed by the attitude of the people. 


"America has always stood for the 
doctrine 
that 
every 
nation has the 
right to decide its own future. 
That 
is America's onlj- desire. We will only 
resent 
having 
our liberty 
interfered 
with. 


"People in America do not respond 
to any sentiment of aggression. Our 
passion is for liberty. 


"Peace does not mean inactivity. Aft- 
er all peace dwells in the hearts of the 
people. 


"Peace is inconsistent with the giv- 
ing up of principles. 
We believe in 
peace, but we also believe in justice, 
liberty and fairness. 


"These are very responsible days and 
in this tense atmosphere 
only 
trutii 
should be uttered. 
We should not look 
at questions from 
a 
partisan view- 
point." 


The president said he had been deep- 
ly disturbed by 
evidence 
recently of 
religious antagonism in this country. 


"Live and let live is a very homely 
expression," he asserted, "and yet it is 
at the basis of social existence." 


The rooting out of narrow and par- 
tisan feeling was in'ged by Mr. Wilson 
ill closing.

It would be 
injurions to women to loAver her from 
the pedestal on which man has t>îaced 
her and it Avould be injurious to deprive 
man of Avoman's refining influence." 


Of course there are not many like the 
NeAv Mexico senator, but there is Bran- 
degee, of Connecticut, who was so fear- 
ful as to his mental integ7"ity on the 
subject that he refused to see or listen 
to any deputation of suffragists. His re- 
fusal proved to be more sensational in 
his state than could have been any de- 
claration from him on subject, and the 
women got more publicity (which "was 
part of what tîîey wanted) than they 
would have got had he made them a 
two-hour speech.

Peking, Dec. 30.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press)—Dr. Arthur H. 
Smith of the American mission board, 
delivered an address before the Ameri- 
can College club of North China at ita 
semi-annual 
dinner 
at

Peking 
Young Men's Christian Association, in 
which he predicted that much blood 
must be shed in China and years of 
unrest and experiment must be endured 
before the Chinese government can ad- 
just itself to the changing conditions 
of modern times. 
He said that in his 
opinion bloodshed will come in a few 
yc&TB, possibly in a very short time. 


Dr. Smith said in part: "A monarchy 
is a strong ship which may sink. 
A 
republic is a raft Avhich never sinks, 
but your feet are 
always in 
water. 
China is not a real republic because the 
masses are unintelligent and it takes 
decades, generaiions and centuries to 
develop a true republic. 
China is a 
mass of unrelated atoms, unconscious 
of each other, and all this needs chem- 
ical attraction. 
China must have ex- 
ternal pressure to mould together this 
unrelated mass, the same as ,Avere the/ 
American colonies, solidified by tho lun- 
acy of George the Third. 
The element 
of progress is necessary, and political 
parties, cliques, and sectional 
strifes 
all tend to hinder the development of 
the state. Men of courage are needed; 
you must have more men Avho are not 
afraid to die and AA'illing to Avork to- 
gether for some good cause. 
Stand 
ready to sacrifice yourselves for the 
good of the country."

American Red Cross Very 
Active in Aiding Them 
in Sibèria.

Washington, Jan. 28.—That the Unit- 
ed States has not suffered in its foreign 
export trade as a result of the British 
blockade of Germany is shown by fig- 
ures compiled by the British embassy 
in conjunction with various official gov- 
ernment sources here. 
What was lost 
in trade to Germany has been made up 
in increased trade to the neutral na- 
tions adjacent to the central powers. 
It is this f a ^ which has convinced the 
British that there must be stringent re- 
strictions on American trade to neu- 
tral countries—a radical departure from 
international 
precedent. 
It 
is 
this 
threatened restriction on our commerc'e 
which stirs up protests from Senator 
Hoke Smith and others in and out of 
congress. 
Their protests, it is expected, 
will be rmavailing. 
The British are in 
complete possession of the seas and will 
Use their power to make the embargo 
effective. Wheat from the United States 
to Germany in 1913 amounted to 12,- 
000:000 bushels. 
It was cut down in 
1915 to 15,000 bushels, but wheat to 
the neutrals in 1913 was only 19,000,- 
000 bushels, which figure in 1915 was 
jumped to 50,000,000 bushels. 
It is ob- 
vious that the neutrals had not con- 
sumed such an increased amount 
of 
wheat; therefore the British concluded 
very naturally that this wheat 
has 
found its - way 
through the neutral 
countries into Germany and Austria, 
The same is true of other products, for 
instance, flour exports to Germany in 
1913 amounted to 140,000 barrels; in 
1915, none. 
To neutrals in 1913 there 
went 1,500,000 barrels; in 1915, 5,100,- 
000 barrels. 
Exports of bacon to Ger- 
maipr in 1913 were 1,100,000 pounds; 
in 1015, 273,000 pounds. 
To neutrals 
in 1913, 30,900,000 pounds of bacon were 
sent, and in 1915, 91,500,000 potmds. 
Exports of boots to Germany in 1913, 
were 471,000 pairs; in 1015, none! to 
neutrals in 1913, 462,000 pairs; in 1915, 
4,800,000 pairs. 
Cotton exports to Ger- 
many in 1913 were 1,700,000 bales; in 
1915. 194,000 bale.-j; to neutrals in 1913, 
53,000 bales; in 1915, 1,100,000 bales.

Tien-Tsin, Dec. 21.—(Correspondence 
of The Associated Press)—More 
than 
two thousand tons of clothing and oth- 
er supplies for Germans interned iu 
Siberia have been shipped from Tien- 
tsin to Vladivostok by the American 
Red Cross. 
At the request of Dr. Paul 
S. Reinsch, the American minister 
to 
China, R. M. Burr, of the faculty of 
Peiyang university located in Tien-tsin 
and Dr. Cliarles Siler, physical director 
of the Tien-tsin Yoimg 
Men's 
Chris- 
tian Association, have gone to Siberia 
to assist in the distribution of sup- 
plies. 


William Warfield, the special repre- 
sentative delegated by the American 
state 
department 
to 
inspecC 
prison 
camps in Siberia, and Frederick A. Ster- 
ling, formerly second secretary of 
the 
American legation in Peking, and now 
specially assigned to Petrograd, 
will 
also co-onerate in this relief work. John 
K. Caldwell, the American consul 
at 
Vladivostok, is in charjre of the distri- 
bution of money for the relief of the 
interned Germans in Siberia, and most 
of the relief Avork will be directed from 
Vladivostok. 
The interment camps and 
prison camps are chiefly located far 
west of Vladivostok, and most of them 
are some cistance from the Trans-Si- 
berian railwav lino. 
Consequently, the 
Avork of distribution is e.xtremelv diffi- 
cult. 


JSIany of the supplies sent for the re- 
lief of Germans in Siberia last winter 
did not reach the camps until spring. 
The Trans-Siberian railway is so con- 
gested with supplies for the army that 
all other, 
freight is side-tracked for 
arms and ammunition and troop trains. 


In addition to clothing, the American 
Red Cross is also sending much medi- 
cine and many medical supplies of vari- 
ous kinds into Siberia. 
Tj'phoid serum 
is greatly needed because of the preval- 
ence of fever in many of the camps. Ty- 
phoid has been checked largely by cold 
weather, but with the coming spring a 
fresh outbreak of the disease is ex- 
pected and the Red Cross is endeavor- 
ing to protect the prisoners against it. 
Dr. Paul S. Reinsch, the American min- 
ister in China, has made arrangements 
to get fresh typhoid serum from th» 
United States army in the Philippines. 
This will be forwarded as promptly qs 
possible, and it is believed that the sup- 
ply from that source can be kept fresh 
even after the return of hot weather.

GIRL WIFE WANTS HUSBAND OR $50,000.

Moscow, Russia, Jan. 28.—About a 
fortnight after I first left Moscow as 
a nurse on an ambulance 
train our 
work began when we %vere sent to bring 
wounded from G 
. It is a pretty 


town picturesquely situated, but here 
and there were deep, roimd holes made 
by the German shells and opposite the 
station were ruined buildings and pine 
trees half a century old uprooted and 
broken with splinters of shrapnel scat- 
tered over all. 


Night had fallen and rain was drizz- 
ling on us. 
All was quiet. 
The big 
station, its walls riddled by shots ana 
its windows broken, was a thing of tlie 
dead. 
Suddenly we heard the sharp, 
crackling, abrupt sounds of rifle firing, 
and we learned then that the Germans 
were 
only 
two 
miles 
distant! 
The 
next morning when we went through 
the town we found that few inhabitantts 
remained. 
Cossacks, 
infantry, officers 
and trains of wagons passed by. 


Several of the officers asked us for 
newspapers. "Will you believe it,"' they 
said, "for six Aveeka we have not heard 
what is going on in the world?" 


"And how arc things going here?" T 
asked these officers, unshaven and wear- 
ing dirty uniforms, but bright and full 
of spirits. 


"Very well," they replied. "The Ger- 
mans have lost their go. 
We used to 
have a hard time of it making them 
surrender. 
Now it is much easier— 
they are worn out and hungry." 


"But they have done a lot of damage 
here." 


Oh, that's nothing! 
You just go into 
the church and see what it is like there. 
They kept their horses in it and even 
desecrated the chalice!" 


Later "we met an old man who 
was 
standing in front of his house and mov- 
ing his arms in a peculiai' manner. 


"Is he mad?" asked one of our order- 
lies. 


The old man turned quickly in our 
direction and began to shout and curse. 


You'd go mad yourselves, if you'd 
been robbed and ruined three times over 
like me!" Then the thunder of cannon 
drowned out the sound of his weak 
voico..

."?!) seriously wounded German prisoners, 
some of whom Avere not more than

16 years of age.' One of them asked 
me if it could be possible that all Rus- 
sian."; were .as kind as the surgeons and 
nurses who Avere attending them. "\ATien 
I asked him Avhy this surprised him he 
answered, "Our officers told us 
that 
all Russians are cniel, ami that thev

New York, Jan. 28.—Officials of the 
leading railways of the United States 
are considering a' plan to organize a gen- 
eral conference committee of the railway 
managers of the whole country to nego 
tiato with representatives of the four 
brotherhoods of railway employes which 
are voting on the question wht-ther to 
demand an eight hour Avorking day. 
It 
is stated that if this plan is put into 
effect it Avill be for the first time in the 
history of the country. 


The plan has been proposed because 
it is realized that the railway ofiiciab 
have no adequate method of meeting the 
extraordinary situation now confronting 
them. 
Never before has there been a 
labor 
movement 
of 
such 
magnitude 
among railway employes, say the offi- 
cials. 
There is at present a conference 
of raihvay managers in each of the three 
districts into Avhich the country is di- 
vided, but the functions of each ai-e r« - 
stricted to the territory iu Avhich its 
roads operate. 


Although the plans for the proposed 
conference committee are not fully de- 
veloped, the general aim is to draw iti 
members from among the raihvay man- 
agers composing the conferences of the 
eastern, southern and western districts. 
The national conference is intended t" 
afford the operators and brotherhoods a 
medium through Avhich the eight-houi;. 
issue can be discussed as affecting the 
entire country Avithout splitting the ne- 
gotiations into districts. 
The proposal 
is understood to have the endorsement 
of labor officials, Avho asserted that they 
wanted to confer Avith the railroad ofli- 
cialg as a general body.

Not consciously per- 
haps—one would hardly be willing to 
suppose that any man or woman would 
deliberately act in an unfair way to 
their own offspring—but the fact that 
injustice is done unconsciously does 
not make that injustice any easier to 
bear. 


The girl who works In her. home 
"helping mother with the housework" 
and receives for this work no mone- 
tary compensation is certainly not re- 
ceiving a. square deal from her family. 
And there are hundreds, no thousands, 
of girls in just such a position, doing 
the hardest sort of manual work and 
receiving not so much as a "thank 
you" for it It is a daughter's duty to 
help her mother, perhaps, perhaps you 
B^, and rightly so to a certain degree 
but the helper in the home should no; 
have her work accepted as a matter of 
fact and be deprived of some sort of 
a wage in recompense for her serv- 
ices. 


That housework is decidedly un- 
popular with the majority of girls is 
evinced by the fact that nine out of 
ten prefer a paid position .outside of 
the home to one within their o:wn fam- 
ily circle. And the reason for this <ls 
•ery clear. Out in the world the girl 
may have "to work hard, she has not 
the protection of home. 
She has to 
battle to push herself up the ladde-r of 
success. 
But all this work has its 
compensation.. She receives.at the end 
of each week a certain sum, no mat- 
ter how small, that is all her own, 
earned by her own efforts. 


In the home she works just as hard 
in the majority of cases, for no one 
who has had to run a home denieo that 
housework is the hardest sort of work 
any woman can undertake. But she 
works without hours and without pay. 
She is at the beck and call of tho 
household at any hour of the day and 
night. 
She must perfect herself not 
in one art, but in half a dozen. Cook- 
ing, sewing, mending, cleaning, wash- 
ing; bedmaklng. At the end of the 
week does she receive any recognition 
of her labors? No There Is no pay. en- 
velope to be opened delightedly; often 
there Is not even a thank you from 
those she has served all ween. 


Now, on the face of It, this Is mpst 
unfair. 
The girl 
who must 
work 
merely for her bed and board will soon 
become nothing but a drudge. She will 
acquire the mental habits of a drudge. 
She will lose all her Independence. It 
is far better for hier to seek work out 
In the world where her efforts'will be 
recognized,

chance of advancement,; than, to ex- 
pend energy In labors which go unre-

Where's the Supply Coining 
from if War Continues? 
is Question. 


Washington. Jan. 28.—If the 
Euro- 
pean war continues much longer where 
are the people of the United States to 
get their usual supply of quinine? 
At 
the breaking out of the war 
sulphate 
of quinine was selling at about 20 cents 
an ounce, wholesale. 
A year «go it sold 
for 40 cents; today it- is selling for $1.50 
an ounce. 
When it is stated that dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending June 30, 1914, 
the last normal year prior to the Avar, 
the I'nited States imported nearly 3, 
000,000 ounces of sulphate of quinine, 
then valued at about $650,000, and over 
3,648,000 pounds of chinchona bark, val- 
ued at $464,000, it may be seen what 
such a difference in price may mean to 
the country. 


How 
is the European 
war 
respon- 
sible? 
Simply 
because Great 
Britain 
controls the chinchona bark industry in 
her possessions of India, Ceylon, 
and 
Jamaica, and Holland the product 
of 
Java, and these are the sections of the 
world which have been furnishing prac- 
ticall.v its supply 
of 
quinine, in the 
form of chinchona bark, for the last 30 
or 35 years. 
Great Britain is carefully 
husbanding the supply of this precious 
specific for the use of her armies and 
those 
of 
her allies, while the 
Dutch 
must be depended upon to supply those 
of the central powers. 
Armies in the 
field need a v a s ^ 
larger supply 
of 
quinine than would the same number 
of men in ordinary 
occupations—hence 
a quinine famine for the rest of the 
world. 
If the war ,continues, not oijly 
Avill the price continue to rise biit the 
serious question will be—where are we 
to get it at all? 


Time was when certain countries of 
.South America,, 
where' the 
chinchona 
trees 
originated, 
supplied 
the 'worlu, 
and the story of quinine and how it was 
introduced into f]urope is entertainingly 
told by Kdward A Ibes in the 
current 
number 
of 
the. Pan-American 
Union, 
Washington, 
D. C., somcAvhat as fol- 
lows:

"Once upon a time—278 years ago, to 
be more exact—in her viceroj-al castle 
in Lima, Peru, a lady' lay ill of a fever, 
fourth count of Chint^hon, 
who 
at the 
fouth count of Chinchón, who at 
the 
time was viceroy of Peru. 
News of the 
lady's illness having reached one Don 
Juan T>opez de Cannizares, the Spanish 
Corregidor of Lox», Avho dwelt some 230 
miles south of Quito, in what is now 
the republic of Ecuador, he despatched 
a parcel of -a certain kind of powdered 
bai-k to her physician, Juan de Vega, 
with the assurance that it was a sov-; 
ere.ijrn remedy and a never-failing'speci- 
fic in cases of intermittent jf-ver. ^He 
knew this to be true from both experi- 
ence and observation, for about 8 years 
prior to this evènt he had suflTered from 
a severe attack of fever and had been 
cured by an old Indian of 'Malacotas," 
who had thus revealed the remarkable 
properties of this bark.

descending beloAv an elevation of 2,50U, 
and 
ascending as high as 9,000 feet 
above the sea.

under favorable circumstances, they b»»- 
come large forest trees; on the higher 
elevations and when crowded and grow- 
ing in rocky ground, they 
frequently 
run up to great height.s

PIONEER FCRT WAYNE BUSINESS MAN 


WHO HAS PASSED AWAY. 


ALFRED HATTER8LET 


He Came-to Port Wayne in 


1865 to Build Artificial 


Gas Works. 


Alfred Hattersley, 87 rears old, one 


of the oldest business men in the city 
of Fort Wayne, died at 
6:30 o'clock. 


Friday morning, at his home, 015 West 
Wayne street,1 after an illness extending 
over a year. 


Mr. Hattersley had been engaged in 


the plumbing'and gas-fitting business in 
Fort Wayne for the past sixty years and 
was at the head of the fij'in of A. Hat- 
tersley &, Sons, on East Main street, at 
the time of his death. Up to the time 
he was taken ill a year ago he had 
always taken, an active part in tnc busi- 
ness to which ho had devoted the best 
part of his life and with which he had 
been pre-eminently successful.

Pan-American Utterance is 


Made Public at Wash- 


ington. 


Washington, Jan. 25.—A Pan-Ameri- 


can "Declaration of the Eights of Xa- 
tions," prepared by ; Secretary Lansing, 
Elihu Eoot and Dr. James Brown Scott, 
and adopted in executive session by tho 
American 
Institute 
of International 


Law, at its recent convention held here 
under the auspices of the Pan-American 
Scientific congress, was made public by 
Dr. Scott, president of the institute. 


Although the declaration lacks 
the 


formal ratification 
of the twenty-ono 


American republics and therefore is not 
in official document, its framers be- 
lievo that it correctly sets forth th« 
official views of all the American com- 
monwealths. 
Before the institute was 


called upon to consider it, the declara- 
tion was submitted to and approved by 
the chief authorities on international 
law in the South American republics, 
including Ambassador Suaroz and L)r. 
Alejandro Alvarez of Chile. It 
was 


unanimously adopted January 0 by the 
institute, whose membershio of 105 is 
made up of five experts on international 
law from each of £he twenty-one Amer- 
ican republics. 


The declaration, it is said, embodies 


tlie institute's conception of only ele- 
mental national rights and will be fur- 
ther considered at the next meeting of 
tho institute in Havana next year, 
it 


contains five primary sections which 
were fashioned with the United States' 
declaration of independence in mind as 
a model and which read aa follows: 


"I. 
Every nation has tho right to 


exist, to protect and to conserve 
its 


existence; but this right neither implies 
the right nor justifies the act of the 
state to protect itself or to conserve 
its existence by the commission of un- 
lawful acts against innocent and Tinof- 
fenilinff states.

The Associated Pressj.—• So far as can 
be learned, the sinking of the Japanese 
steamer Yasaka Maru by a submarine 
in the Mediterranean sea on December 
21 is not influencing Japan to take a 
more aggressive part in tho war, as has 
been thought in some foreign coun- 
tries. As a matter of fact the incident 
has been received in Japan very calmly 
and so far as the newspapers are con- 
cerned there has been practically no 
expression of opinion. 


Such sentiment as has been publicly 


voiced is confirmed to two points, first 
the futility of waisting time on untni 
portant internal political quarrels in 
the present world's erisij. and second 
the necessity on the part of Japan's 
allies to obtain a stronger command o 
the seas. 


"The sinkins of the Yasaka Maru,: 


wrote the editor of the,Japan Times 
"is a timely reminder fyj thi» country 
which has almost become oblivious oi 
the war, being engromd in politic* 


disputes which are of small national 
concern except for party purposes." The 
writer pointed out that if agitation oc- 
curs in the countries of the allies it is 
always in connection 
with the war, 


whereas in Japan the questions 
be- 


tween the government and the opposi- 
tion are such as could be very easily 
settled "if only the parties would sub- 
ordinate their narrow and selfish con- 
tentions to the larger problems of the 
empire's needs that are growing, more 
and more complicated as the great war 
extends its sphere of operation."

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Wilson on Preparedness. 


Xo one can read a resume of the president's first speech in urg- 


ing a campaign of preparedness for defense on tho part of the United 
States, delivered in New York, without appreciating the fact that 
President Wilson is thoroughly in earnest in pointing what he 
believes to be the vital danger of further delay in this matter. It is a 
clarion call to this county to put itself in position to defend itself; to 
have at hand the men, the equipment and the funds to render ef- 
fective the position that must be taken iu view of possible danger 
later. The president insists that the policy is not one of militarism, 
but merely ouu of prudence, and he voices surprise that there should 
be confusion regarding a matter, the elements of which are so plain 
and obvious. 


By virtue of his position the president is best qualified to speak 


and 'o advise in this situation. He is in possession of information, 
which it would be manifestly improper to disclose, that has convinced 
him that delay now is practically certain to be fraught with serious 
conse.iuenccs 11 little later. The fact that he considers it so import- 
ant that he is going directly t0 the peole to make his pica instead 
of confining his efforts to congress which alone has power to act shows 
ho\v vital he regards <hc case. He asks all possible speed iu the build- 
Ing of a large army, u better navy and more adequate coast defenses. 
Without disclosing siats secrets be goes as far as he can in making 
it clear that he regards .the question of preparedness as the most vital 
issue which now confronts this country. In doing so he voices lhe 
deep-rooted desire for peace, but warns his people that it can be as- 
sured only by placing ourselves in a position to demand it. 


There are those who have regarded the president's policy re- 


garding both Mexico and Europe as spineless, and yet none have rec- 
ognized so well as he the pitable fact that this country is in 110 posi- 
tion to give aggressive action the support it must have to make it ef- 
fective. Sternness, and ..bluster and blow are all very well in their 


way, 
but there must be something substantiol back of them. There is 


nothing of the weakling shown in his New York addresses, nor is 
there on the other hand anything of the militarist. His emphasis In 
placing principle before peace and his declaration that the always ac- 
cepts a uinvitation to fight in a just cause will win geileral approval. 
Indeed, the president is rising above politics, above personal consid- 
erations, above selfish desire and above all else to point to the peo- 
ple a pathway of procedure that his position, and his intimate knowl- 
edge of world affairs have clearly indicated to him as an imperative 
aational iie 


Perhaps because it fells entitled to a bit of diversion, congress is 


now wrangling over the future of the Philippine islands, the fight in 
the senate showing especial warmth. The question of independence 
for the Filipinos, like the tariff and the truste, bids fair to become one 
of the standard subjects of legislative encounter that is never ended 
and that can always be depended upon to supply occasion for verbal 
fireworks when the statesmen feel the need of a safety valve to re- 
duce the pressure of the oratory that surges within them and must 
find avenue of escape or cause a "bust." 


The death of Alfred Hattersley, which has just occurred at a 


ripe old age, removes from the scene of action another of the old 
school of business men-one who has been a familiar figure in Fort 
Wayne business circles for more than half a century.

Mood .in First Speech on 


Defense Plans. 


PUTS PRINCIPLE 


BEFORE PEACE 


Warns Nation of Need of 


More Adequate Defense 


for United States. 


Kcw York, .Tan. 2<5.—President Wilson 


last night opened his personal appeal to 
the country for national defense. 
He 


gave warning that plans for the read- 
justment of the army must be formu 
luted 'and carried out without delay am 
solemnly declared he could not predict 
that the outlook for the United States 
would be as bright tomorrow as today 
Speaking at banquets of the Railway 
Business association and the Motion Pic- 
ture Board of Trade, lie gave tlie key- 
note of addresses that he will deliver 
during the next ten days in. the middle 
west. 


Mr. Wilson wag in a fighting mood 


throughout his'address. In a speech de- 
livered early in the day he declared he 
always accepted an invitation to fight. 
Last night ho told the railroad men lie 
•was an advocate of peace and had strug- 
gled to keep the United States at peace, 
but he considered the liberty and honor 
of the nation even more important than 
peace. 


"Woe to any man'who plays marplot 


or who seeks to make party politics or 
personal ambition take precedence over 
candor, honor and unselfish, unpartisan 
service," said the president in speaking 
of his defense plan before the. railroad 
Men. He declared that the country ex- 
pects action; this is a year of account- 
ing nnd the accounting must be definite 
on the part of parties and on the part of 
every • individual who wishes to enjoy 
the public confidence. 


"For my part I hope every man in 


pttblic life will get what's coming to 
him," said Mr. Wilson amid laughter 
and applause. 


Talks Before 1,500 Preachers. 


Insistence that the American people 


love peace, but must be treated justly 
and must harmonize internal racial and 
religious differences, marked Mr. Wil- 
son's address 
before 
1,500 Xew York 


clergymen of all denominations. He de- 
clared that peace was inconsistent with 
abandonment 
of principles and loss ol 


self-respect. 


The president did not repeat his 


now famous phrase, 
''too 
proud to] 


fight," but asserted thai "I always ac- 
cept, perhaps by some impulse nf my 
native blood, the invitation to a fight.'" 
He hoped hi; always fought in "knig'nt- 
ly fashion." did not "traduce his antag- 
onists," but, fought with the intention 
of converting them. 


Justice Only Peace Basis. 


A vote of thanks for Mr. Wilson's 


efforts in behalf of peace was passed 
unanimously by the clergymen. In re- 
ply lie declared that in his efforts for 
peace he had always been conscious of 
representing the spirit of America. 


"It 5s hard to hold the balance ev?n 


when PO many passions arc involved." 
he said, "hut I have known that in their 
hearts and by their purposes. the. lien- 
pie of America have been trying to hoM 
the balance even.

ed States has not suffered in its foreign 
export trade as a result.of the British 
blockade of Germany is shown by lig- 
ures compiled by the British embassy 
in conjunction with various official gov- 
ernment sources here. What was lost 
in trade to Germany has been made up 
in increased trade lo the neutral na- 
tions adjacent to the central powers. 
It is this fact which has convinced the 
British that there must be stringent re- 
strictions on American trade to neu- 
tral countries—a radical departure from 
international 
precedent. 
It 
is this 


threatened restriction on our commerce 
which stirs up protests from Senator 
Hoke Smith and others in and out ol 
congress. Their protests, it is expected 
will be unavailing. The British are in 
complete possession of the seas and will 
Use their power to make the embargo 
effective. Wheat from the United States 
to Germany in 1913 amounted to 12,- 
000,000 bushels. 
It was cut down in 


1915 to 15,000 bushels, but wheat to 
the neutrals in 1913 was only Ifl.QDO,- 
000 bushels, which figure in 'ifllr. wns 
jumped to 50,000,000 bushels. It is ob- 
vious that the neutrals had not con- 
sumed such an increased amount 
of 


wheat; therefore the British concluded 
very naturally that this wheat 
has 


found its way 
through the neutral 


countries 
into Germany and Austria,

Many of the supplies sent for the re- 


lief of Germans in Siberia last winter 
did not reach the camps until spring. 
The Trans-Siberian railway is so con- 
gested with supplies for the army that

freight is side-tracked fof 


arms and ammunition and troop trains. 


In addition to clothing, the American 


Red Cross is also sending much medi- 
cine and many medical supplies of vari- 
ous kinds into Siberia. Typhoid serum 
is greatly needed because of the preval- 
ence of fever in many of the camps. Ty- 
phoid has been checked largely by cold 
weather, but with the coming spring a

radiators when airtos are drawn up j0 
the curb as additional safeguard against 
the terrors of a burst radiator.
